The viewed object is positioned in the intersection of 
the horizontal axis and the optical axis of the microscope. 

German Patent 1 739 235, mentioned in the German Examination Report, discloses an 
ultramicrotome which comprises a viewing device which is a stereromicroscope and an 
illumination device for illuminating a sample to be cut. The illumination device is arranged such 
that the light reflected from the surface of the collecting device is reflected to the viewing device.
